THERE APPEARED 

ARC Global II (Netherlands) Holdings S.a r.l., a private limited liability company (" socie- 
te a responsabilite limitee ") governed by the laws of the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, hav- 
ing its registered office at 9A, boulevard Prince Henri, L-1724 Luxembourg, having a share 
capital of EUR 12,500 and registered with the Luxembourg Trade and Companies Register 
under number B 197.917 (the "Sole Shareholder"), 

hereby represented by Barbara Schmitt, employee, with professional address in Redange-sur- 
Attert, by virtue of a proxy, which, after having been signed ne varietur by the proxy holder 
and the undersigned notary, shall be annexed to the present deed for the purpose of registra- 
tion. 

The appearing party, represented as above stated, declares that it currently holds all the 
shares issued by ARC INGAMNE001, LLC, a limited liability company incorporated under 
the laws of the State of Delaware (the United States of America), having its registered office 
at C/O Corporation Service Company, 2711 Centerville Road, Suite 400, Wilmington, Dela- 
ware 19808, the United States of America (the "Company"). 

The appearing party, represented as above stated, in its capacity of Sole Shareholder of the 
Company, then passes the following resolutions: 

FIRST RESOLUTION 

The Sole Shareholder approves and confirms as far as is necessary the decision taken in Del- 
aware (the United States of America), on or about the date hereof, to transfer the registered 
office, central administration and effective place of management of the Company from Del- 
aware (the United States of America) to the Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg, as from the date 
hereof, without disruption of legal personality (including but not limited to the absence of 
transfer of title, assets and liabilities). 





SECOND RESOLUTION 


The Sole Shareholder resolves to transfer the registered office, central administration and 
effective place of management of the Company from Delaware (the United States of Ameri- 
ca), to the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, without disruption of legal personality, with effec- 
tive date as from the date of the present deed. 

THIRD RESOLUTION 

The Sole Shareholder resolves that the Company adopts, for the purposes of the law dated 
1 0 th August, 1915 on commercial companies, as amended, the legal form of a private limited 
liability company ( societe a responsabilite limitee ). 

FOURTH RESOLUTION 

The Sole Shareholder resolves that the Company will continue to exist under the name of 
“ARC Global II ING S.a r.l 

FIFTH RESOLUTION 

The Sole Shareholder resolves to accept the Luxembourg nationality arising from the transfer 
of the registered office, central administration and effective place of management of the 
Company to the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg and that the Company be subject to the laws 
of the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg as from the date of the present deed. 

SIXTH RESOLUTION 

The Sole Shareholder resolves that the Company adopts a functional currency and a share 
capital in euros (EUR) and to increase the share capital of the Company by an amount of 
twelve thousand five hundred euros (EUR 12,500), thereby raising it from its current amount 
of one hundred United States Dollars (USD 100) to twelve thousand five hundred and eighty 
eight euros (EUR 12,588) (being the sum of EUR 12,500 and the equivalent in EUR of USD 
100 pursuant to the USD/EUR exchange rate published by the European Central Rank on 29 
April 2016 equal to approximately EUR 88). 

SEVENTH RESOLUTION 

The Sole Shareholder resolves to issue twelve thousand five hundred (12,500) new shares, 
with a nominal value of one euro (EUR 1.-) each (the “New Shares”). 

EIGHTH RESOLUTION- SUBSCRIPTION/PAYMENT 
Thereupon, the Sole Shareholder, represented as indicated above, declares that it subscribes 
to the New Shares and fully pays up the nominal value of these New Shares by means of a 
contribution in kind in an amount of twelve thousand five hundred euros (EUR 12,500) to the 
Company consisting in a part of a due and payable claim in an aggregate amount of two mil- 
lion four hundred thousand euros (EUR 2,400,000) (the “Claim”) held by the Sole Share- 
holder against the Company (the “Contribution in Kind”). 

The Sole Shareholder, represented, as indicated above, declares that it is the sole holder and 
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owner of the Contribution in Kind and that there are no impediments to the transfer thereof 
of the Company. 

Proof of the Sole Shareholder’s title to the Contribution in Kind has been shown to the un- 
dersigned notary. 

The Sole Shareholder, represented as indicated above, further declares that the value of the 
Contribution in Kind amounts to twelve thousand five hundred euros (EUR 12,500). 

NINETH RESOLUTION 

The Sole Shareholder resolves to make a contribution in kind of the rest of the Claim in the 
amount of two million three hundred and eighty seven thousand five hundred euros (EUR 
2,387,500) to the Company on all existing shares in the Company held by the Contributor, 
for no other consideration, and to be allotted to the special reserve account ( compte 115 « Ap- 
point en capitaux propres non remunere par des titres») relating to all existing shares held by 
the Sole Shareholder in the Company without any issuance of shares or other securities. 
Following said contribution, the Claim will cease to exist and the Sole Shareholder will no 
longer have any claim vis-a-vis the Company with respect thereto. 

Proof of the aforementioned Claim has been given to the undersigned notary. 

TENTH RESOLUTION 

The Sole Shareholder resolves to approve the interim balance sheet of the Company as of 30 
April 2016, based on Luxembourg generally accepted accountancy principles; it appears 
from these financial statements that, as of this date, the net asset value of the Company 
amounts to at least twelve thousand and five hundred euro (EUR 12,500). 

The said financial statements, after having been signed ne varietur by the Company, shall 
remain annexed to this deed for registration purposes and shall constitute the opening balance 
sheet of the Company in Luxembourg. 

ELEVENTH RESOLUTION 

The Sole Shareholder resolves to acknowledge that the articles of association of the Compa- 
ny now read as follows and are thus in conformity with the laws of the Grand Duchy of Lux- 
embourg : 

“PART L CORPORATE FORM AND NAME. REGISTERED OFFICE. CORPORATE 
PURPOSE AND TERM OF EXISTENCE 
Article E Corporate Form and Name 

The original subscriber(s) and all who may subsequently acquire the shares hereafter issued 
hereby establish a company which takes the form of a private limited-liability company ( so - 
ciete a responsabilite limitee ) (the "Company") which will be governed by the laws of the 
Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, notably the Act of 1 0 August 1915 on commercial companies, 



as amended (the "Act"), Article 1832 of the Civil Code, as amended, and the present articles 
of association (the "Articles"). 

The Company is incorporated under the name “ARC Global II ING S.a r.l.”. 

Article 2. Registered Office 

The Company has its registered office in the City of Luxembourg. The Company's Manager 
or, as the case may be, the Board of Managers is authorised to transfer the Company's regis- 
tered office within the municipality. 

The Manager or, as the case may be, the Board of Managers may resolve to establish branch- 
es or other places of business in the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg or abroad. 

If the Manager or, as the case may be, the Board of Managers should determine that extraor- 
dinary political, economic or social developments have occurred or are imminent which 
would interfere with the Company's normal activities at its registered office or hinder com- 
munications within that office or between that office and persons abroad, the Manager or, as 
the case may be, the Board of Managers may temporarily transfer the registered office 
abroad, until the end of such extraordinary circumstances. Such temporary measures will not 
affect the nationality of the Company which, notwithstanding the temporary transfer of the 
registered office abroad, will remain governed by the laws of the Grand Duchy of Luxem- 
bourg. 

Article 3. Corporate Purpose 

The purpose of the Company is to acquire, own, lease, sublease, operate, manage, improve, 
finance, and dispose of real property (or any portion thereof that is improved) in the Nether- 
lands and do all things necessary or appropriate to effect all or any part of the foregoing. 

The Company may grant pledges, guarantees, liens, mortgages and any other form of securi- 
ty as well as any form of indemnity, to Luxembourg or foreign entities, in respect of its own 
obligations and debts. 

The Company may also provide assistance in any form (including without limitation the ex- 
tension of advances, loans, money deposits and credit as well as the provision of pledges, 
guarantees, liens, mortgages and any other form of security) to undertakings that form part of 
the same group to which the Company belongs or to third parties, provided that doing so is in 
the Company's interest and does not trigger any license requirements. 

In general, the Company may carry out any commercial, industrial or financial transactions 
and engage in such other activities as it deems necessary, advisable, convenient, incidental 
to, or not inconsistent with, the accomplishment and development of its corporate purpose. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, the Company shall not enter into any transaction that would 
cause it to be engaged in a regulated activity or one that requires the Company to have a li- 


cence. 



Article 4. Term of Existence 


The Company is incorporated for an unlimited term of existence. 

PART II. SHARE C APITAL AND SHARES 
Article 5. Share Capital 

The share capital of the Company is set at twelve thousand five hundred and eighty eight 
euros (EUR 12,588), divided into twelve thousand five hundred and eighty eight (12,588) 
shares with a nominal value of one euro (EUR 1.-) each. 

In addition to the share capital, a premium account and/or a capital contribution account 
(compte 115 "Apport en capitaux propres non remunere par des titres") may be set up. The 
Company may use the amount held in the premium account and/or the capital contribution 
account (as applicable) to redeem its shares, set off net losses, and make distributions to 
shareholders or it can allocate the funds to the statutory reserve. 

Article 6. Shares 

All shares are and will remain in registered form. 

If and when the Company has only one shareholder, this shareholder may freely transfer 
its/her/his shares. 

If and when the Company has several shareholders, the shares may be transferred freely only 
amongst the shareholders. The shares may be transferred to non-shareholders only with the 
authorisation of the general meeting of shareholders, at which at least three quarters of the 
share capital, present or represented, cast their vote in favour of such transfer. 

Shares may be transferred either by means of a notarised instrument or a private agreement. 
Any such transfer is not binding on the Company or third parties unless duly notified to or 
accepted by the Company, in accordance with Article 1690 of the Civil Code. 

Each share is indivisible as far as the Company is concerned. Co-owners of shares must ap- 
point a single person to represent them vis-a-vis the Company. The Company has the right to 
suspend the exercise of the rights attached to the relevant share until a single representative is 
appointed. 

Article 7. Capital Increases and Reductions 

The Company's share capital may be increased or reduced on one or more occasions pursuant 
to a resolution of the sole shareholder or, as the case may be, the general meeting of share- 
holders, provided the quorum and majority requirements requisite for the amendment of the 
Articles, as set out in these Articles or the Act, as the case may be, are met. 

PART 111. MANAGEMENT, THE BOARD OF MANAGERS AMD AUDITORS 
Article 8. Management 



The Company shall be managed by one or more managers, who need not be shareholders in 
the Company (the "Manager(s)"). If several Managers are appointed, they will constitute a 
board of managers (the "Board of Managers"). 

The Manager(s) shall be appointed by the sole shareholder or, as the case may be, the general 
meeting of shareholders, which will determine their number, remuneration and the duration 
of their term of office. The Manager(s) will hold office until their successor(s) is/are elected. 
The Manager(s) may be re-elected at the end of his/their term and removed from office at any 
time, with or without cause, pursuant to a resolution of the sole shareholder or, as the case 
may be, the general meeting of shareholders. 

The sole shareholder or, as the case may be, the general meeting of shareholders may decide 
to appoint Class A and Class B Managers. 

Even after the end of their term of office, the Manager(s) shall not disclose information that 
could be detrimental to the Company's interests, except when disclosure is required by law. 

Article 9. Meetings of the Board of Managers 

If the Company has a single Manager, the latter will exercise the powers granted by the Act 
to the Board of Managers. 

The Board of Managers may appoint a chairperson (the "Chair") from amongst its members. 
It may also appoint a secretary, who need not be a Manager, to keep minutes of meetings of 
the Board of Managers and of the shareholder(s). 

The Board of Managers will meet further to a notice sent by the Chair (if any) or at the re- 
quest of any Manager. The Chair (if any) will preside over all meetings of the Board of Man- 
agers. In the Chair's absence, the Board of Managers may appoint any Manager as pro tem- 
pore chair by a majority vote of those present or represented at the relevant meeting. 

Except in urgent cases or with the prior consent of all those entitled to attend the meeting, at 
least twenty-four hours' written notice of a Board meeting must be given. Any such notice 
shall specify the place, date, time and agenda of the meeting. 

The abovementioned notice requirement may be waived unanimously in writing by all Man- 
agers, either at the meeting or otherwise. No separate notice is required for meetings held at a 
time and place previously approved by the Board of Managers. 

Every Board meeting shall be held in Luxembourg or another location indicated in the notice. 
A Manager may appoint in writing another Manager to represent him/her at any meeting of 
the Board of Managers. A Manager may represent more than one Manager at a meeting of the 
Board of Managers. 

The quorum required for meetings of the Board of Managers shall be the presence or repre- 
sentation of a majority of Managers holding office.

Decisions shall be taken by a majority of the votes cast by those Managers present or repre- 
sented at the meeting. In the event of a tie, the Chair, or, as the case may be, the pro tempore 
chair, shall cast the deciding vote. 

Any Manager may participate in a meeting of the Board of Managers by conference call, 
videoconference or any other means of communication allowing several persons to com- 
municate simultaneously with each other. Such methods of participation are considered 
equivalent to physical presence at the meeting. 

A written decision signed by all Managers is proper and valid as if it had been adopted at a 
duly convened and held meeting of the Board of Managers. Such a decision can be enacted 
either in a single document or in several documents with the same content, each signed by 
one or more Managers. 

Article 10. Minutes of Meetings of the Board of Managers 

The minutes of meetings of the Board of Managers or, as the case may be, written decisions 
taken by the sole Manager, shall be drawn up and signed by all Managers present at the meet- 
ing or, as the case may be, the sole Manager. Any proxies shall remain appended thereto. 
Copies of or extracts from the minutes or decisions shall be certified by the sole Manager or, 
as the case may be, the Chair or, as the case may be, the pro tempore chair, of the Board of 
Managers or by any two Managers. 

Article 11. General Powers of the Managers 

The sole Manager or, as the case may be, the Board of Managers has the broadest powers 
to act on behalf of the Company and to perform or authorise all acts of administration or 
disposal which are necessary or useful to accomplish the Company's purpose. All powers not 
expressly reserved by the Act or the Articles to the sole shareholder or, as the case may be, 
the general meeting of shareholders can be exercised by the sole Manager or the Board of 
Manager, as the case may be. 

Article 12. Delegation of Powers 

The Manager or, as the case may be, the Board of Managers may confer certain powers 
and/or special duties on any member(s) of the Board of Managers or any other person(s), 
who need not be a Manager or shareholder of the Company, acting alone or jointly, under 
such terms as the Manager or, as the case may be, the Board of Managers shall determine. 

The Manager or, as the case may be, the Board of Managers may also establish one or more 
advisory committees and determine their composition and purpose. 

Article 13. Representation of the Company 

If only one Manager has been appointed, the Company will be bound to third parties by the 
signature of that Manager or by the joint or single signature of any person(s) to whom the 
Manager has delegated signatory authority, within the limits of such authority. 
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If the Company is managed by a Board of Managers, subject to the following, the Company 
will be bound towards third parties by the joint signature of any two (2) Managers as well as 
by the joint or single signature of any person(s) to whom the Board of Managers has delegat- 
ed signatory authority, within the limits of such authority. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing, if the sole shareholder or, as the case may be, the general 
meeting of shareholders has appointed one or more Class A Managers and one or more Class 
B Managers, the Company will be bound towards third parties by the joint signature of one 
Class A Manager and one Class B Manager, or by the joint or single signature of any per- 
son^) to whom the Board of Managers has delegated such signatory authority, within the 
limits of such authority. 

Article 14. Conflicts of Interest 

No contract or transaction between the Company and any other company or firm shall be 
affected or invalidated solely due to the fact that any one or more duly authorised representa- 
tives of the Company, including without limitation any Manager, has a personal interest in, or 
is a duly authorised representative of, that other company or firm. Except as otherwise pro- 
vided herein, any duly authorised representative of the Company, including without limita- 
tion any Manager, who serves as a duly authorised representative of another company or firm 
with which the Company contracts or otherwise engages in business shall not, for that sole 
reason, automatically be prevented from taking part in the deliberations and acting on any 
matters with respect to such contract or other business. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing, in the event a Manager has a personal interest in any transac- 
tion to which the Company is a party, other than transactions falling within the scope of the 
Company's day-to-day management, concluded in the Company's ordinary course of busi- 
ness, and arm's-length transactions, (s)he shall inform the Board of Managers thereof and 
shall not deliberate or vote on the transaction. The sole shareholder or, as the case may be, 
the general meeting of shareholders, shall be notified of the transaction and the Manager's 
interest therein. When the Company has only a single Manager, any transaction to which the 
Company is a party and in which the sole Manager has a personal interest that conflicts with 
the Company's interest therein, other than those falling within the scope of the Company's 
day-to-day management, concluded in the Company's ordinary course of business, and arm's- 
length transactions, must be approved by the sole shareholder or the general meeting of 
shareholders as the case may be. 

Article 15. Indemnification 

The Company shall indemnify any Manager and the latter's heirs, executors and administra- 
tors for expenses reasonably incurred in connection with any action, lawsuit or proceedings 
to which the Manager may be made a party by reason of being or having been a Manager or, 



at the request of the Company, of any other company of which the Company is a shareholder 
or creditor and by which the Manager is not entitled to be indemnified, except for actions, 
lawsuits or proceedings in relation to matters for which the Manager is held liable for gross 
negligence or misconduct. In the event of a settlement, indemnification shall only be provid- 
ed for matters in relation to which the Company has been advised by its legal counsel that the 
Manager did not commit a breach of his or her duties. This right to indemnification is with- 
out prejudice to any other rights to which the relevant person may be entitled. 

Article 16. Audit 

Unless the Company's annual accounts are audited by an independent auditor in accordance 
with the requirements of the Act, the supervision of the Company's operations may be, or 
shall be if the Company has more than twenty-five (25) shareholders, entrusted to one or 
more auditors, who need not be shareholders. 

The auditors or, as the case may be, the independent auditor, if any, shall be appointed by the 
sole shareholder or the general meeting of shareholders, as the case may be, which will de- 
termine the number of statutory or independent auditors, if applicable, the remuneration of 
the statutory or independent auditor, and the duration of their term of office. The auditors will 
hold office until their successors are elected. They may be re-appointed at the end of their 
term and removed from office at any time, with or without cause, pursuant to a resolution of 
the sole shareholder or the general meeting of shareholders, as the case may be. 

PART IV. MEETINGS OF SHAREHOLDERS 
Article 17. Annual General Meeting 

The annual general meeting, to be held only if the Company has more than twenty-five (25) 
shareholders, will be held at the Company's registered office or at any other location speci- 
fied in the notice of the meeting, on the third Friday of May of each year, at 1 0 a.m. 

If this date is not a business day in Luxembourg, the meeting will be held the next business 
day. 

Article 18. Other General Meetings of Shareholders 

The Manager or the Board of Manager, as the case may be, the auditor(s), if any, or share- 
holders holding more than half the Company's share capital can call other general meetings 
of shareholders in accordance with the requirements of the Act. 

If the Company has less than twenty-five (25) shareholders, general meetings of shareholders 
are not mandatory and the shareholders may vote on the proposed resolutions in writing. 
General meetings of shareholders, including the annual general meeting, may be held abroad 
only if so required by an event of force majeure, in the opinion of the Manager or the Board 
of Managers, as the case may be. 

Article 19. Powers of the General Meeting of Shareholders 
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Any regularly constituted general meeting of shareholders represents the totality of the Com- 
pany's shareholders. 

The general meeting of shareholders shall have the powers reserved to it by the Act and these 
Articles. 

Article 20. Procedure and Voting 

The general meeting of shareholders will meet further to a notice sent by the Manager or the 
Board of Managers, as the case may be, the auditor(s), if any, or shareholders holding more 
than half the Company's share capital, which meets the requirements of the Act and these 
Articles. 

The notice shall be sent to the shareholders at least eight (8) days prior to the meeting and 
shall specify the date, time, place and agenda of the meeting. 

If all shareholders are present or represented at a general meeting and state that they have 
been informed of the agenda, the meeting may be held without notice. 

A shareholder may appoint in writing, pdf via email or by fax a proxy holder, who need not 
be a shareholder, to represent him or her at a meeting. 

One or more shareholders may participate in a meeting by means of a conference call, vide- 
oconference or any similar means of communication enabling several persons to simultane- 
ously communicate with each other. Such participation shall be deemed equivalent to physi- 
cal presence at the meeting. 

The Manager or, as the case may be, the Board of Managers may determine all other condi- 
tions that must be fulfilled in order to take part in a general meeting of shareholders. 

The Chair of the Board of Managers (if any) or, in the Chair's absence, any other person ap- 
pointed by the general meeting of shareholders shall preside over the meeting. 

The chairperson of the general meeting of shareholders shall appoint a secretary. 

The general meeting of shareholders shall appoint one or more scrutineers. 

The chairperson of the general meeting of shareholders, together with the secretary and the 
scrutineers, shall form the bureau of the meeting. 

An attendance list indicating the name of each shareholder, the number of shares held and, if 
applicable, the name of the shareholder's representative, shall be drawn up and signed by the 
members of the bureau or, as the case may be, their representatives. 

Each share carries one vote, except as otherwise provided for by the Act. 

Except as otherwise required by the Act or these Articles, any amendment to the present Arti- 
cles must be approved by (i) a majority of the shareholders in numerical terms and (ii) repre- 
senting three-quarters of the share capital. 

Except as otherwise required by the Act or these Articles, all other resolutions must be ap- 
proved by shareholders representing more than half the share capital. If the required quorum 
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is not met at the first meeting, the shareholders shall be convened or consulted a second time, 
by registered letter, and decisions adopted by a majority of the votes cast, regardless of the 
percentage of share capital represented. 

Article 21. Minutes of Shareholder Meetings 

Decisions of the sole shareholder or the minutes of general meetings of shareholders, as the 
case may be, shall be drawn up and signed by the sole shareholder or, as the case may be, the 
bureau. 

Copies of or extracts from the decisions of the sole shareholder or, as the case may be, 
minutes of the general meeting of shareholders may be certified by the sole Manager or the 
Chair of the Board of Managers (if any) or any two Managers, as the case may be. 

PARTY. FINANCIAL YEAR AND ALLOCATION Of PROFITS 
Article 22. Financial Year 

The Company's financial year starts to run on the first day of the month of January and ends 
on the last day of the month of December every year. 

Article 23. Approval of the Annual Accounts 

At the end of each financial year, the accounts are closed and the Manager or, as the case 
may be, the Board of Managers shall prepare the Company's annual accounts in accordance 
with the Act and submit them, if applicable, to the auditor(s) for review and to the sole share- 
holder or, as the case may be, the general meeting of shareholders for approval. 

Each shareholder or his/her representative may inspect the annual accounts at the Company's 
registered office, as provided by the Act. 

Article 24. Allocation of Profit 

Five percent (5%) of the Company's net annual profit shall be allocated each year to the re- 
serve required by the Act, until this reserve reaches ten percent (10%) of the Company's sub- 
scribed capital. 

The sole shareholder or the general meeting of shareholders, as the case may be, shall deter- 
mine how the remaining profits will be allocated, which may be used, in whole or in part, to 
absorb existing losses, if any, set aside in a reserve, carried forward to the next following 
financial year, or distributed to the shareholder(s) as a dividend. 

Article 25. Interim Dividends 

The sole Manager or the Board of Managers, as the case may be, is authorised to pay interim 
dividends, provided interim financial statements have been drawn up showing that the Com- 
pany has sufficient funds to make such a distribution. 

PART VI. DISSOLUTION AND LIQUIDATION 
Article 26. Dissolution and Liquidation 
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The Company may be dissolved pursuant to a decision of the sole shareholder or, as the case 
may be, the general meeting of shareholders, approved by the same quorum and majority 
required to amend these Articles, unless otherwise provided by the Act. 

If the Company is dissolved, liquidation will be carried out by one or more liquidators (who 
may be natural persons or legal entities) appointed by the sole shareholder or the general 
meeting of shareholders, as the case may be, which will also determine their powers and 
compensation. 

After settling all outstanding debts and liabilities, including taxes and liquidation costs, the 
remaining net assets of the Company shall be distributed amongst the shareholders pro rata in 
accordance with their shareholdings. 

PART Vll. APPLICABLE LAW 
Article 27. Applicable Law 

All matters not governed by these Articles shall be settled in accordance with the applicable 
law.” 


TWELTH RESOLUTION 

The Sole Shareholder resolves to fix the registered office, central administration and effec- 
tive place of management of the Company at 9A, boulevard Prince Henri, L-1724 Luxem- 
bourg, Grand Duchy of Luxembourg.
